The extensive advertising now being done 
by a new cigarette manufacturing concern 
and the directness of its challenge to the 
American Tobacco company, known as the 
Cigarette Trust, has given rise to thre 


} belief that tue young aspirant for the pat- | 


ronage of the smokers of the 
pa per cigars“ is a * combina- 
tion of the big plug tobacco manufacturers 
ofthe country, who have been injured by 
the cigarette trust’s encroachments upon 
the plug tobacco field. The profits of 
the trust are known to be enormous, and 
heretofore it has had no competition to fight. 
Having conquered the cigarette world it be- 

gan to look for new fields for its operations, 
and set apart yearly a portion ‘of its enor- 
mous earnings to be devoted tothe manu- 
facture of plug tobacco, being willing 
to lose this money to build 
up its. plug tobacco business and 
down the older manufacturers of plug to- 
bacco. Factories were built and by cutting 
prices the trust, with its enormous capital, 
has sought tocrush the present plug factories. 
Its operations injured to some extent the 
business of the plug manufactories,and some 
time ago there was very general talk to th 

effect that the plug men would retaliate by 
combining for an invasion of the 
cigarette field. The sudden appearance of 
a new cigarette in opposition to the 
old trust brands has seemed to be a confirm- 
ation of this report and the carrying out of 
the threat. This has appeared the more 
likely from the liberal manner in 
which the new concern is advertising 
its goods, as it is argued that 
no private firm would ve willing 
or able to expend so much money in plaster- 

ing the fences and bili boards of the country 
with its costly paper. 

ITS BACKERS, 

Still another argument in this direction is 
that any firm not interested in other 
branches of the tobacco business would have 
the greatest difficulty in putting its cigar- 
ettes on the market, as the Trust compels 
small dealers to handle only its brands by 
refusing to sell to those who buy from 
any other manufacturer. The plug tobacco 
men on the other hand could offset this dim 
culty by holding the rod over the dealers 
in relation to their plug tobaccos. If 
dealers refused to handle the new cigarettes 
the plug manufacturers could refuse to sell 
them chewing tobacco; and as many of their 
brands have established reputations, dealers 
would be forced totheirterms. They might 
even so far as to dictate that 
dealers must not handle trust cigarettes. It 
is hardly possible that outsiders would at- 
tempt to ight the trust without some lever- 
age of this kind. The new concern certainly 
has strong financial backing, and the fact 
that since it started the eo 
of the trust has fallen twenty 
thirty points shows that people on the inside 
evidently fear the new competitor, and 
they would not be apt 7 * ~~ pla manufact- 
urers were not aiding 1 atter deny 
that they are —— in 122 new enter 
prise, but freely admit that they wish it suc- 
cess in its big undertaking.

There are three new sewer districts, 
an dthe contracts were rushed through the 
City Council in order that the hundreds of 
resident citizens who are out of work might 
be given employment. The contractor has 
imported 600 Italian laborers to do the un- 
skilled labor, which begins next Monday. 
Hence the above action. 

A committee of the unemployed visited the 
newsyaper Offices to-day and announced the 
ultimatum of their meeting. They said the 
meeting was composed of American citi- 
zens, residents of Denver, the majority of 
whom had families to support, and that they 
would prevent the work being done by for- 


eign contract labor it it came to bloodshed. 
They declared that they would as soon die of 
unshot wounds as of starvation. It is 
ones that arrangements will be made that 
will give the citizens work andavoid trouble.

The hanging of a miner bya mob of 
militiamen employed to keep the peace at 
the Coal Creek (Tenn.) mines has more 
than a local significance. It indicates the 
presence of violent feelings among a body 
of men sworn to uphold the law without 
reference to personal feeling or predilec- 
tion. The pithy saying of the militiaman 
afew years ago that he would not shoot 
unless the captain ordered’’ summed up 
the whole duty of the soldier and signified 
a very clear understanding of it. But the 
militiamen in this case forgot the purpose 
of their organization, and used their power 
notto sustain but to strike down that 
law. They made common cause with the 
men whom they have been trying to keep 
within the law for the past two years. 

Deplorable as the occurrenceis, how- 
ever, there is nothing surprising init. It 
is a manifestation in a new quarter of a 
spirit which seems to be at work all over 
the country and among all classes. The 
duty of the courts is to administer not jus- 
tice but law, but the law should not fail to 
embody the current ideas of justice. The 
two tend to grow apart; the law, falling 
behind the necessities of the time, be- 
comes ill adapted to the wants of a grow- 
ing society. When this happens it be- 
comes an engine of oppression rather than 
of liberty, and arouses a feeling of resent- 
ment among those who suffer from its 
operation. In Tennessee this condition is 
more aggravated than in most other States, 
but the same outbreaks happen from time 
to time in other localities and are trace- 
able to the same causes. 

Executive and judicial officers are not 
supposed to have any opinion on the 
righteousness of the law which they ad- 
minister. Their duty is clear and unmis- 


takable and they have no choice. They 
must execute the law according to its 
terms. If it works injustice, the’ people 
themselves are to blame if they do not rec- 
tify the mistake. They have the whole 
matter in their own hands, and if the lov- 
ers of law and order, who constitute an 
overwhelming majority, do not bestir 
themselves in time they need not be sur- 
prised if the more ignorant, passionate or 
wayward members of society try the ruder 
methods of anarchy. And law-abiding per- 
sons should not forget that citizen-soldiers 
and policemen do not surrender their citi- 
zenship when they take service with the 
State. They are not mere machines in a 
democratic country. They are subject to 
the same passions and prejudices which af- 
flict the rest of the country and are liable 
to contract the same habits. Let the law 
be kept in touch with the needs of society, 
and anarchy will have no standing among 
militiamen, policemen or citizens.

CUTTING A DASH IN TURRU P.“ 

It would seem that those gorgeous 
Americans who go to London to bask in 
the glare of royalty ought to be persons of 
sufficient means tosupport so much mag- 
nificence, and that they should pay their 
bills gladly and thankfully, for all the 
people of their country are not vouch- 
safed such opportunities, and it is a 
species of ingratitude not to fully ac- 
knowledge such advantages. But all the 
haughty Americans who go to London are 
not grateful. They do their basking, and 
then refuse to pay for the warmth. 

The attorney of the British Consulate at 
San Francisco has just filed a suit against 
an American lady and her two daughters, 
who are alleged to owe that very 
grand person, Clara Fullerton Monteith 
Young, court dressmaker, of Gros- 
venor Square, London, nearly §2,000 for 
dresses and millinery purchased during 
their stay in London from August, 1889, to 
November, 1891. The two court dresses in 
which the young ladies were presented to 
the Queen cost §150 each, and other gowns 
and things provided by Olara Fullerton 
Monteith Young were valued at 51, 700. It is 


possible that the court dressmaker charged 


more than the finery would have been 
worth in this country, but she probarly 
did not consider the mere value of the 
goods and the work. She charged a royal- 
ty, as it were, and naturally supposed 
that the young women, who were daugh- 


tors ofan American millionaire, would be | 


rejoiced at the bare chance of paying so 


this couutry in the eyes of the British 
Consul at San Francisco, but as nearly all 
Britishers have a poor opinion of us we 
shall not be mugh worse off for a little ad- 
ditional humiliation. It would be better 
if all Americans would pay their bills, at 
home and abroad, but especially should 
those Americans pay who have been per- 
mitted to touch the hem of royalty and 
nobility.

SETTLE IT WITH COMMON SENSE. 


The settlement of the coinage question 
can be hastened if the extremists on both 
sides stop taking untenable positions and 
discuss the subject like rational men. The 
country wants neithera single gold stan- 
dard nora single silver standard, but one 
or the other of them is sure to be forced 
upon usif the irreconcilables cannot agree 
to put away rhetoric and bathos for logic 
and common sense. 

The senseless flourishes of bad temper at 
the recent Silver Convention in Chicago 
did infinite harm to the cause of silver. 
The worst enemies of the white metal were 
most conspicuous at that gathering and 
ran the meeting to suit themselves, to the 
amazement and disgust of rational bi- 
metallists, who hate a silver monopoly as 
earnestly as they do one of gold. 

On the other side the gold monometallists 
are ceaseless in their abuse of all but those 
who agree with them. Their chief organs 
have no epithets for their opponents but 
**thieves,’’ ‘‘lunatics,’’ and loudly pro- 
claim that only their dollar is the honest 
dollar, although the best scientific opinion 
procurable affirms that gold has appre- 
ciated toa tent ruinous to all but the 
3 small class of large debt- 
owners of the world. 

The Democratic platform indicates a 
programme which, if intelligently fol- 
lowed, will put an end tothe trouble and 
satisfy the requirements of justice and 
common sense, But the adoption of this 
programme is made more and more diffi- 
cult with each manifestation of the radi- 
calism of self-interest and greed. Let the 
irreconcilables be forced into a back seat 
and then let the rational men who have 
no personal ends to serve take up the mat- 
ter and adjust it according to Democratic 
doctrine.

CASES OF POISONING. 


They Appear to Be Epidemie in St. Louis 
at Present. 


Of late there bas been a miniature epidemic 
of mysterious poisoning cases, and casesof 
suspected poisoning.

had either taken poison with suicidal intent 
orthe drug had been administered to them 
by some person or persons.

During her term at 
the hospital she sternly refused to say 
whether she had taken poison.

She was married and lived apart from 
her husband. On ae she took sick she 


tions were she had. 


visited a Mrs. HoMand in the alley in the 
rear of 1505 Wash sheet. It is stated that 
while there she was taken sick and was given 
some paregoric. Dr. Heine Marks, Superin- 
tendent of the City hospital, is un- 
der the impression that 
of arsenical poisoning. This morning 
an inqui was quietly begun to ascertain 
whether she had taken poison herself. Urs. 
Mahon was the mother of four ehildren, all 
of whom are in St. Mary's Asylum. A st- 
mortem will probably held to determine 
the true cause of her death. An analysis of 
some of the eontents of her stomach is in 
progress at the Hospital. 

This morning a second unknown man died 
at the City Hospital under circumstances 
indicating morphine poisoning. He was 
brought to the City Hospital in a comatose 
condition from 128 Poplar street yesterday 
afternoon, and he died without recevering 
consciousness. He was dressed in the garb 
of a laborer. 

The unknown man who was taken from 720 
Market street inastupor, and who after- 
wards died at the City Hospital, proves to be 
James Taylor. He was tdentified at the 
Morgue this morning by his brother John of 
413 Ewing avenue. post mortem examina- 
tion shows that he died from the effects of 
morphine. Whether the drug was taken 
with suicidalintent is not known. he in- 

uest on Taylor’s remains was begun yester- 

ay, but has not been concluded. 

Dr. Marks, in explaining the frequency of 
peisoning cases at certain periods, stat to 
a  PosT-DISPATCH reporter that it 
was generally during the warm weather 
between March and september that most 
of these cases developed. The heat’s effect 
upon the mind and the effect of intoxicants 
on the blood and the system generally, he 
thinks, brings about a suicidal tendency. 
„There is no other theo to be ad- 
vanced, hesaid. ‘‘The reco of this in- 
gtitution for years past will show t the 
suicide season lies between March and Sep- 
tember. In fact, this is the period for acci- 
dents and affrays of all Kind.“

The sige of the loaf is the same as it 
was when flour was way up. When the cus- 
tomer asks fora loaf of bread of course the 
grocer gives him the small loaf, and the one 
he makes the most money of. 
customer will see to it and 
on having a large loaf he will get 
it. We make bread that weigns @ pound and 
six ounces and we make bread weighing a 
pound. They have both been increased 
lately from two to five ounces. The differ- 
ence is not so much in the flour as itis in the 
fact that in the best bread nothing but milk 
Is used instead of water. Naturally it comes 
higher. To my knowledge the only large 
Dakery which has not increased the size of 
the loaf is the Vienna Model Bakery. 

At the Vienna Model Bakery the only per- 
son in the office said the size of their loaf had 
not been changed any since flour had hit the 
down slide. 


NO INCREASE NOTICED. 
Notwithstanding the claim of the bakers 
thatthe weight of the loaf has been in- 
creased, grocers, restaurant keepers and 
others say no difference is perceptible in the 
size and every housewife in the 


city seems to be of .tthe same 
Opinion, At the Merchants’ Exchange it 
wus stated thatthe past winter wheat fiour 
was sold at $3.25 a barrel and the best spring 
wheat flour at 88. 75 a barrel to traders in 
twenty-five barrel lots, and that flour of the 
very best quality does not average bakers 
now over $3.50 a Darrel, where they formerly 
paid $5, $6 and $7 a barrel, The small bakers 
also claim to have increased the size of the 
loaf, Dutthe groceryman must have some 
some way of shrinking it, as the consumer 
seems to De getting no benefit from the low 
price of four,
